¢ Grayling native never missed 
a Wednesday publishing date 
in 43 years with Avalanche

Inacounty that cherishes its past, its 
traditions and its institutions, the 
Crawford County Avalanche-—while 
serving as arecorder of cvents-~-is not 
exempt from its sense of own heritage. 

So it is that another chapter in 
Avalanche history closes this week 
when plant production superintendent 
LeRoy Papendick retires from a 
newspaper carcer that has spanned 
more than four decades, 

“What LeRoy has donc is 
remarkable,” said Jon Thompson, 
Avalanche editor. ‘“He’s gone from 
printing with hot lead tothe Macintosh 
computer.” 

Indeed, the newspaper and printing 


™ businesses which LeRoy entered in 


1949 would be virtually 
unrecognizable to today’s young 
printer. And—in a world filled with 


- machine and computer phobics—his 


ability to master cach innovation as it 
was adopted by the Avalanche remains 
a testimony to his abilities and 
adaptabilitics. 

FAMILY HISTORY 

LeRoy was the third child bom to 
John and Leona (Skinner) Papendick, 
both of whose families moved to 
Grayling when they were youngsters. 
First bom Thelma Madsen lives in 
Grayling with her husband H.D. 
(Whitey) Madsen and middle child 
Bob resides in Mt. Morris. 

When Thelma, Bob and LeRoy were 
young, the family lived in a house on 
Mikado Street and also in the old jail 
(on the site of GSB), while their father 
served nearly 20 years as county 
sheriff. 

John Papendick died in 1964, but 
Leona lived until the fallof 1991, She 


spent her last years as a resident of 
mercy Manor, where LeRoy visited 
daily, entertaining her with amusing 
anecdotes and stories, said Thelma, 
After he attended Grayling Public 


School (where kindergarten through .

| onto the range with the brand ICU; 
i the first rancher then changed his 
f brand to the ICU2. That there were 
1 log rustlers as well as cattle rustlers 
is very apparent in the designs of log 
brands. | 
1 Perhaps a little explanation will 
Fhelp you understand the problem. 
When logs were driven to, say, the 
| Bay City and Saginaw mills in the 
! early days, there might be logs from 
40 or SOtimber contractors consigned 
I to 20 milis, all mixed together in 
Saginaw Bay. 

What were called booming 
| companies took on the job of sorting 
| out the logs in separate booms which 
i could be compared to separate pens. 

The booms were formed by 
connecting the outside logs together 
| end toend with short booming chains 
that had flat chisel-like irons on both 
|ends. By driving the irons into the

Some advertisers are promoting a 
service and listing an 800 number for 
consumers to call, Once the company 
gets your call, they may tell youto stay 
on the phone.

if you want more information. 


Sometimes there is a charge from that 
point on. It is possible the service 
provider has switched the call to a 
long-distance number or to a number 
outside the United States. In that case 
you may get long-distance or 
international long-distance charges on 
your telephone bill, 


Another possibility is that the call is . 


referred to a 900 number, Customers 
can call 900 numbers to receive a 
service or get information ona variety 
of things. These may include the 
weather, the stock market, or car 
values. A call to a 900 number always 
costs money. The charges, ranging 
rom 75¢ to $50 or more, may appear

All new brides should notify Social 
Security if they are changing their 
name. Failure to report aname change 


§ to Social Security is one of the most 
| frequent causes of errors in earnings 
| records. Generally, earnings are not 
| posted to a worker’s Social Security 


record when the number and name do 
not “match.” It’s the earnings posted 
to those records that determine if a 
persons can get Social Security, and 
how much he or she will receive in 
monthly benefits. 


Notifying Social Security ofa name 


' changeis equally important for women 


who divorce and resume their maiden 
name, 

To change the surname on a Social 
Security record and to receive a Social 
Security card showing the new name, 


you should call the Social Security 
toll-freenumber: 1-800-772-1213, any 
business day between 7 a.m. and 7 
p.m., or call Traverse City, 1-616- 
946-8361. You may also contact your 
local Social Security Representative 
at the Crawford County Building on 
the first and third Tuesday of every 
month from 10.a.m.to2. p.m. You will 
need to provide proof of your name 
change, such as a marriage or divorce 
certificate. The entire process can be 
handled by mail. 
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There is no charge for this service. 
“Brides should be especially alert to 
solicitations from companies that 
charge a fee for ‘taking care of the 
paperwork’ for them.

Today,. the Hartwick Pines State 
Park covers a total of 9,642 acres, all 
cautiously held from harm by Wendell 
Hoover and many other dedicated 
employees of the park. A. new 
campground containing 100 modern 
sites will soon replace the current one, 
andnew interiorroadsandnaturepaths - 
will incorporate the park into a more 


" manageable, cohesive whole. Central 


to the changes will be a “visitors’ 
information center. 

“It’s difficult to promote the park 
without a lot of money,” Hoover 
explained. But it is obvious that 
Hoover and ‘the proud employees of » 
Hartwick Pines State Park continue to 
challenge themselves to devise new 
ways to tell people just how wonderful

ALL expenses of brine, whereas other County 
Road Commissions charge their townships 
respectively after the firgt brine is applied. It 
was also noted that Crawford County Road 
Commission was the third lowest in the statefor 
township participation.
